In 1895 there 
were 21,701,000 head of 
cattle in Argentina. Thir-

tion, the herds had increased to 29,116,025 head, and improved in 
quality. An extraordinary showing, when it is realized that during 
that period, large quantities of beef were exported. 

Frankly speaking, said Dr. Braga, Brazil does not appreciate 
the riches that are within her reach.

Argentina. We have not 
done so because we have not 
given any thought to improv- 
ing our herds by the impor- 
tation of thoroughbreds and 
because of our lack of know]- 
edge and understanding of 
the subject and of the great 
opportunity which is knock- 
ing at our door.

Silage Fed Steers Return Good Profit 


By Jerry Sotola; Washington, Agricultural Station,

There were ninety head of two-year-old 
grade Shorthorn and Hereford steers fed at 
the Irrigation Branch Station at Prosser, 
Washington, this year. With good margins 
on beef cattle and a big hay crop that has 
moved slowly so far, much of the hay of 
the Yakima Valley could have been moved 
to market on the hoof, and moved with prof- 
it to the hay grower and with profit to the 
feeder. That is why during the last Feed- 
er’s Day held the tenth of March at the Sta- 
tion Farm the cattle feeding tests attracted 
unusual attention. 

Many of the steers in the Yakima Valley 
are fed just straight hay and are marketed 
in fair condition. The gains on such a ra- 
tion are slow, but with cheap, good quality 
hay the feeder manages to market his hay 
at a fair profit. This applies particularly 
to the off-colored and poorer grade hays, 
for which there is practically no demand. 

The tests of 1923 have indicated that the 
feeding of corn silage with hay to steers 
speeds up and decreases the cost of gains. 
So that the feeder in the Valley who is will- 
ing to go a step further beyond straight hay 
feeding by raising some corn silage can se- 
cure larger returns from feeding his hay 
with this succulent feed. 

The work this year with 90 head of two- 
year-old grade steers fed in three equal lots 
was devoted to feeding hay and silage in 
various proportions. Equal parts of hay 
and silage, two parts of silage and three 
parts of silage to one of alfalfa hay were 
fed. In as much as the steers were to be 
on feed only 60 days, each steer received 
four pounds of cracked wheat daily, costing 
$30.00 per ton. The hay in the stack was 
valued at $10.00 per ton this year, though 
some of it was moved this year at $8.00. 
With hay at this price, $5.00 per ton was 
considered a fair value for silage. The feed- 
ers cost $6.00 per cwt. in the feed lot. 

Lot 1 averaging 796 pounds per head 
made daily gains of 1,822 pounds per steer. 
The daily ration per head consisted of 4.0 
pounds wheat, 15.4 pounds hay and 15.5 
pounds of corn silage. Each hundred weight 
gain was produced on 223 pounds of grain, 
846 pounds of hay and 853 pounds of silage 


at a cost of $10.26. Steers in this group re- 


turned $11.74 per head. above feed cost, 
since they sold at $7.75 per hundred. A 
margin of $.51 per hundred weight was 
necessary this year above the value as feed- 
ers to pay the feed bill. Steers in this lot 
fed equal parts of hay and silage were not 
as well fleshed as where the proportions of 
silage fed was higher. 

Lot 2 fed twice as much silage as hay 
made daily gains of 2,006 pounds per steer. 
They averaged 824 pounds per head at the 
beginning and were fed 4 pounds cracked 
wheat, 12.1 pounds hay and 24.5 pounds corn 
silage daily. Each hundred pounds of beef 
was produced on 194 pounds grain, 587 


' pounds hay, and 1184 pounds silage, at a 


cost of 9.29. So that an increase of silage 
to two parts resulted in larger daily gains 
and lowered the cost of production. Each 
steer in this group returned $14.02 above 
feed cost, because of a margin of $1.95 
above cost as feeders. In this case, a mar- 
gin of $.43 above the $6.00 valuation as 
— was sufficient to just pay the feed 
ill. 

The third lot of steers averaging 868 
pounds per head was fed three parts of si- 
lage to one of hay and made daily gains of 
2.169 pounds per head. Each steer was fed 
4 pounds cracked wheat, 10.3 pounds alfal- 
fa hay and 31 pounds of corn silage. Each 
hundred weight gain was produced on 184 
pounds of grain, 476 pounds hay and 1433 
pounds corn silage at a cost of $9.18. Steers 
fed in this manner returned a gross of 
$16.49 per steer above feed cost. They were 
in slightly better flesh on the average than 
steers in the other two lots, and as a re- 
sult sold for $2.00 a hundred above their 
value as feeders. Furthermore, a margin 
of only $42 above the cost as feeders would 
have been sufficient to pay for the feed. 

This vear with silage valued at half the 
price of hay, larger returns were secured 
from steers fed two parts or else three parts 
of silage to one part of hay, than when 
equal parts of hay and silage were fed. 
There was a difference of $2.28 and $4.75 
in favor of two and three parts of silage.

The Aberdeen-Angus breed being mentioned inci- 
dentally as a possibility in this work of increasing the value of the 
native cattle, which are in the main a cattle that will show wonder- 
ful results when mated with Aberdeen-Angus bulls. The latest 
census shows something like twenty million head of this native 
she stuff upon the ranges, affording an undreamed of opportunity 
to use Aberdeen-Angus bulls. It is safe to say that the Noith 
American-bred bulls will prove most satisfactory for this purpose 
when compared with those of other origin, thus bring to our own 
nation an opportunity to serve our neighbor on the South to his 
advantage. 

A sufficient number of Aberdeen-Angus bulls should be sup- 
plied to give our friends an opportunity to make for themselves a 
comparison with other breeds. The Aberdeen-Angus bull will bring 
such results as will be pleasing to the cattle men of Brazil and the 
Journal trusts that this opportunity to serve a nation will not be 
overlooked. Why not seek a means cf unfolding to the cattlemen 
of Brazil the accomplishments of Aberdeen-Angus beef steers at 
the great Chicago International, and especially the results in the 
carcass contest where the Aberdeen-Angus has won the coveted 
Championship Trophy every year since 1901. The Grand Cham- 
pion carlot at this same show has been won eighteen times by Ab- 
erdeen-Angus; three times by Herefords and once by Shorthorns. 
Their early maturity, their wonderful ability to adapt themselves 
to any and all climatic conditions, their activity, their ranging pro- 
pensities, their prepotency are all features which appeal to the 
men of South America as they have to cattle men the world over, 
and we would say furnish a line of recommendations worthy of the 
careful consideration of the men of Brazil who are fostering the 
task of making their native cattle pay in a big way.

a nearer approach to the general commodity price level. 

“Genetal industrial conditions will, of course, have much to do 
with determining beef and cattle prices. Beef is a prosperity meat 
and for that reason the cattleman usually suffers more than the 
hog producer during periods of business and financial depression. 

“To sum up, total receipts of cattle at public stockyards dur- 
ing 1924 are expected to be about equal to those of 1923 despite 
the possibility of somewhat lighter runs of range cattle next fall. 
If less pork is offered and pork prices advance, beef consumption 
may show some increase. In view of prospective favorable range 
and pasture conditions, cattle should come to market next fall car- 
rying considerable flesh and fat. This, together with cheaper com, 
may result in an increase in the average weight of cattle slaughter- 
ed during the early spring of 1925. 

“In a word, most signs appear hopeful for the experienced cat- 
tleman possessed of good judgment and reasonable resources; for 
the man who can keep down production costs. Although the cat- 
tle industry appears to have turned the corner, there is little ap- 
parent in the present situation to encourage material, immediate 
expansion.”

Then I decided to quit milking and try 
beef cattle I wondered what kind to select. 
[fed 50 head of red and roan steers, ship- 
ped them to Chicago and on the train met 
aman who had a load of Aberdeen-Angus 
seers about the age of mine that accord- 
ing to what he told me had not been fed as 
long by three or four weeks. When we ar- 
rived at Chicago I watched his cattle come 
out of the car and they did not carry any 
more flesh than mine, but they were smooth, 
good to look at. I met the man at noon, 
his cattle were sold, he had his bill and was 
on his way home—I saw the bill. About 
2:30 p. m. my man came in and told me he 
had sold my cattle, some out, etc. To make 
this story short the Aberdeen-Angus out- 
sold me $1.50 per hundredweight. I was 
sick and tired. I took the bill and went to 
ahotel and went to bed and dreamed all 
night of Aberdeen-Angus cattle. I arose 
the next morning with something to think 
about and here are some of the things that 
came to mind: 

I wondered how much more corn that Ab- 
etdeen-Angus man had in his crib than I 
had—at least three or four weeks feed and 
amonth of labor saved. A little interest 
money and $1.50 per hundredweight more 
money. I made a resolution right then on 
that street car that I would never feed any 
more scrub cattle. 

In looking over the paper I saw an ad- 
vertisement of an Aberdeen-Angus sale at 
Holbrook, Iowa, and there were some grades 
aivertised in this sale. I decided to attend, 
thought I might buy the grades as I did not 
know what a pure bred cow would cost, but 
felt that I could not afford to buy one let 
alone a carload. I landed at Parnell, Iowa, 
astranger in a new business, afraid to talk 
ot let anyone know who I was or what I 
wanted for fear I would get trimmed. I 
ept my ears open and my mouth shut and 
ound a man and an auto that was there to 
nag the train, and I happened to ride with 
Br Secretary of the Iowa Aberdeen-Angus 
aeners’ Association, Mr. Davis, who gain- 
. my confidence and I opened my heart to 
a _I did not have to tell those men I was 
‘win the game. But I want to tell the 


man who finds himself in the position in 
which I found myself from the time I left 
home with those two loads of cattle until I 
arrived at that sale what a square lot of 
men I met. The auctioneer was human and 
I did not get stung up and robbed. But with 
Mr. Davis’ advice I bought a load of cattle 
and most of them were pure. breds. By that 
time I began to get normal. I went to Iowa 
City with with Mr. Davis and then to North- 
western Iowa and bought another load of 
cattle and went home a new man. Mr. Da- 
vis sent me another load later on. 

Last year I topped the market with my 
baby beeves. I had four heifers that did not 
breed so I shipped them to Chicago, they 
averaged $108.00 per head and cost $70.00 
the year before. I also had a good dairy 
cow that cost $150.00, she had lost her ud- 
der, I shipped her along with the four Ab- 
erdeen-Angus heifers and she brought two 
and one-half cents per pound, netting 
$23.40. I am for Aberdeen-Angus cattle 
strong. 

I attended the two last Aberdeen-Angus 
Breeders’ Association meetings at Chicago 
in December 1922 and 1923 and I am also 
strong for the Progressive Delegate sys- 
tem. May we not let any one man or group 
of men rule and Jet us have more men with 
our organization like your Iowa secretary. 
Let us have representatives that are broad 
and that will work to put the Aberdeen- 
Angus cattle where they belong—at the top, 
or the front. Let’s have men who will look 
after the new man, the prospect; that will 
give him good honest advice and help him 
select cattle that will make him a friend 
forever to both the breed and the breeder. 
Remember the man who has been in the 
business fifteen or twenty years and knows 
the game don’t need this service like the 
new man, for if he is the right kind of a 
man he will make this new breeder acquaint- 
ed at sales and Mr. Old Breeder don’t put 
yourself on a high perch but be sociable 
with this young man. Give him a word of 
encouragement and answer his questions in 
a manner that he will not be afraid to ask 
another. Maybe he was raised on a milk 
stool in Wisconsin and not by a daddy who 
had Aberdeen-Angus cattle. It seems to me 
that most young Aberdeen-Angus breeders 
of today have had the business handed down 
to them from an experienced daddy. 

Let us have a Progressive organization, 
one that is competent to meet the competi- 
tion. We have the best cattle and they 
should be the most popular, and it is the 
young man and the new breeder we must 
find and take care of to make this a great 
Aberdeen-Angus country. 

And, Mr. Editor, let us have more history 
of the breed and more information such as 
you have given us in your recent issues of 
the Journal relative to pedigrees. Remem- 
ber there are some new breeders who do not 
have herd books and would not understand 
them if they had. There is a lot of infor- 
mation you can give the new man, such as 
how to trace family names, ete. I would 
suggest you start a page or column “Hints 
to New Breeders” and fill this full of good 
information. This might look like foolish- 
ness to the old breeder who understands the 
game but remember the new man without 
training is scouring your Journal for infor- 
mation to help him in his business.

Personally I think I am right in saying 
that British capital and Irish settlers were 
mainly instrumental in developing the Ar- 
gentina cattle-raising industry in its early 
stages, and still, the hold that exports of 
fine stock from Great Britain for the up- 
grading of the Argentina primitive herds 
has on the market, has never been relin- 
quished, nor probably never will be. Sapient- 
ly, the theory was pushed to a logical and 
commercial end, and today it is accepted as 
indisputable that England eats Argentine 
meat, and her retailers actually sell Argen- 
tine beef for British, because it has precise- 
ly the same aspect and taste as the home 
alticle. Even the fat is around the lean 
just as the Roast Beef of old England. A 
triumph on the part of Argentine breeders, 
obtained through importing English strains. 

Other countries with fine stock to sell, 
later tried the same lines in the wrong way. 
France was backward. They don’t eat Ar- 
gentine beef or mutton in France, because 
Fiench people like French meat, and Argen- 
t'ne meat tastes too English.

These characteristics are not marked to the 
extent that any one, even the best judge, 
could look at an animal and tell whether it 
be British or American, for they look exact- 
ly alike. But there are climatic differences 
between the cattle country in the U.S. A. 
and Great Britain; there are also differen- 
ces in handling, feeding, and caring for 
stock, and it is these things which are sup- 
posed to have developed certain characteris- 
tic differences. It is worth considering the 
fact that while there is a very considerable 
difference between the climatic conditions 
of the cattle country of Brazil and the Unit- 
ed States, yet this difference is by no means 
so great as between Brazil and Great Brit- 
ain, so that the thought naturally arises 
that it is quite possible that the American 
bred beef animal is better suited to Brazil 
than the British bred animal. One of the 
characteristics which it is thought has de- 
veloped in the American bred cattle is the 
capacity of drought resistance, or rather to 
do with watering at longer intervals. An- 
other is the capacity to breed well in hot 
weather. 

Of late we have had the visit of many 
leading members of American commerce 
here, and among these many expert cattle 
men. On the whole their impressions of 
this country have been very favorable. Nat- 
urally these people will have returned to the 
States with the intention of using the knowl- 
edge acquired, and will doubtless te advo- 
“ug of American enterprise pushing down 
here. 

No one with even an elementary know!]- 
edge of conditions, will deny that Brazil 
needs an upgrading of its cat*Je by the in- 
troduction of superior breeding’ animals 
from other countries, the introduction of 
better blood to produce better calves, but 
with the enormous quantity of live stock 
awaiting this upgrading piocess, it must 
necessarily be slow, for 30,000,000 head of 
cattle is a big mouthful.

ly hornless is a very strong point in their 
favor as the danger from horns is thus 
eliminated. Jn the case of steers in the 
feedlot it does away with the necessity of 
dehorning, a most ciuel and inhuman oper- 
ation usually ettended by a certain amount 
of set-back. 

~ Another point in their favor is the solid 
uniform color and type, making them at- 
tractive in the pasture and feedlot as well 
as at the market. 

That they ate good rustlers and hardy, 
well adapted to the open range as well as 
the Corn Belt farms and the feed lots is 
proven by the fact that at the last Inter- 
national the grand champion carload was 
bred in Colorado from cows bred on the 
open range, thus proving their adaptibility 
to meet all conditions. 

Space does not permit me to give all the 
reasons why Dad should raise Aberdeen-An- 
gus in preference to any other breed, but I 
have tried to give some of the most import- 
ant ones.
